USDA Invites Applications for Loans to Fund Community Facility Projects

TEMPLE, TEXAS, March 5, 2015 —USDA Rural Development has recently been awarded over $60 million
in funding to be dispersed for community facility projects throughout Texas. Funding is authorized through
the Department’s Community Facilities Direct and Guaranteed Loan Program.

"We are pleased to announce available funding in the form of low interest loans, guaranteed loans, and grants
used to develop or improve essential facilities and equipment in rural communities that have experienced a
lack of capital during these challenging times,” said Paco Valentin, Rural Development Texas State Director.
“Funds to promote local and regional food systems, healthcare and education broadband protocol, renewable
energy/energy efficiency, public safety and public service facilities are in much demand statewide."

USDA Rural Developments’ community programs enhance the quality of life for rural Texans by providing
funds to public bodies, community-based non-profit organizations and Federally-recognized Tribes for
essential community facilities and services. Funds may be used for a wide range of various community
projects. These include, but are not limited to, projects such as those which will enlarge, improve or construct
schools, libraries, farmers markets, medical clinics, assisted living centers, public buildings, and community
centers. Funding can also be used to purchase public safety equipment such as ambulances, firefighting
equipment, and other emergency required implements.

Community Programs can make and guarantee loans to develop essential community facilities in rural areas
and towns of up to 20,000 in population. Loans and guarantees are available to public entities such as
municipalities, counties, and special-purpose districts, as well as to non-profit corporations and tribal
governments. Community Programs can guarantee loans made and serviced by lenders such as banks, savings
and loans, mortgage companies which are part of bank holding companies, banks of the Farm Credit System,
or insurance companies regulated by the National Association of Insurance Commissioners. Community
Programs may guarantee up to 90% of any loss of interest or principal on the loan. Community Programs can
also make direct loans to applicants who are unable to obtain commercial credit. In some circumstances,
grants may be awarded to smaller communities.

$27M in grants to help incarcerated individuals in prison work-release find
stable jobs, strengthen underserved communities

Training to Work funds seek to boost economy, reduce prison recidivism

WASHINGTON - Returning home from prison can be hard, particularly without the benefits of a stable job.
Without employment, the likelihood of recidivism rises. To provide the support, training and assistance needed to
find and keep a good job, the U.S. Labor Department today announced a $27 million Training to Work — Adult
Reentry grant program — to help thousands of soon-to-be-released inmates become productive citizens.

“A good job gives a person a sense of dignity and purpose. It enables them to find a decent place to live and enjoy
a hot meal at home,” said U.S. Secretary of Labor Thomas E. Perez. “Good jobs are a pathway to the middle class.
Those who have paid their debt to society deserve the opportunity to find and hold useful employment. It puts
money in their pocket, most of which is pumped back into the economy. In the best America, everyone shares our
prosperity. That’s what these grants can make possible.”

Training to Work grants will fund sustainable efforts to develop and adopt career pathway models — an approach
designed to link and coordinate education and training services for individuals to obtain industry recognized
credentials. With these credentials, these workers can find meaningful employment and meet the needs of local
employers in growing sectors and industries.

The department expects to award approximately 20 grants with a maximum value of $1,360,000 each to provide
training and employment services for men and women, ages 18 and older (including veterans), who participate in
state or local work-release programs.

Grant applicants must be located in an area with high poverty and high crime rates, including Promise Zones —
communities which often have a larger proportion of returning citizens and higher rates of recidivism. Applicants
will also be required to establish a committed Career Pathways Collaborative led by the grantee, and consist of
representatives from the workforce system, work release programs, and employers and/or industry associations.
The CPC leadership team will create a comprehensive program. Selected applicants will be expected to include the
following components in their proposals: case management, mentoring services, educational activities, training
that leads to industry-recognized credentials, workforce activities, and follow-up services.

3 DHS ANNOUNCES GRANT GUIDANCE FOR FISCAL YEAR (FY) 2015
PREPAREDNESS GRANTS

WASHINGTON—Secretary of Homeland Security Jeh Johnson today announced the release of Fiscal Year (FY) 2015
Notices of Funding Opportunity for nine DHS preparedness grant programs totaling more than $1.6 billion. The grant
programs provide funding to state, local, tribal and territorial governments, as well as transportation authorities,
nonprofit organizations, and the private sector, to improve the nation’s readiness in preventing, protecting against,
responding to, recovering from and mitigating terrorist attacks, major disasters and other emergencies. The grants
reflect the Department’s focus on implementation of an all-of-nation, whole-community approach to the building,
sustainment, and delivery of those core capabilities essential to achieving a secure and resilient nation.

Preparedness Grant Program Allocations for Fiscal Year 2015

Homeland Security Grant Program (HSGP)—provides more than $1 billion for states and urban areas to prevent,
protect against, mitigate, respond to, and recover from acts of terrorism and other threats.

State Homeland Security Program (SHSP)—provides more than $402 million to all states and territories to support the
implementation of risk-driven, capabilities-based State Homeland Security Strategies to address capability targets.

Urban Area Security Initiative (UASI)—provides $587 million to enhance regional preparedness and capabilities the
nation’s 28 highest-risk, highest-threat, highest-density urban areas.

Operation Stonegarden (OPSG)—provides $55 million to enhance cooperation and coordination among local, tribal,
territorial, state and Federal law enforcement agencies to jointly enhance security along the United States land and
water borders.

Nonprofit Security Grant Program (NSGP)—provides $13 million to support target hardening and other physical
security enhancements for nonprofit organizations that are at high risk of a terrorist attack and located within one of
the FY 2015 UASI-eligible urban areas.

Port Security Grant Program (PSGP)—provides more than $100 million to help protect critical port infrastructure from
terrorism, enhance maritime domain awareness, improve port-wide maritime security risk management, and maintain
or reestablish maritime security mitigation protocols that support port recovery and resiliency capabilities.

Transit Security Grant Program (TSGP)—provides more than $87 million to owners and operators of transit systems
to protect critical surface transportation and the traveling public from acts of terrorism and to increase the resilience
of transit infrastructure.

Intercity Bus Security Grant Program (IBSGP)—provides $3 million to owners and operators of intercity bus systems
to protect critical surface transportation infrastructure and the traveling public from acts of terrorism and to increase
the resilience of transit infrastructure.

The Emergency Management Performance Grant (EMPG) applications, announced on March 25, 2015, are due no
later than April 24, 2015.

WASHINGTON—U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Services (USCIS) is now accepting applications for the
Citizenship and Integration Grant Program, a competitive grant opportunity for organizations that prepare
permanent residents for naturalization and promote civic integration through increased knowledge of English,
U.S. history and civics.
